REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mount  Washington: 

We  submit,  herewith,  a  budget  for  1956,  expenditures  incurred  by 
the  School  Department,  and  the  various  reimbursments  for  1955. 

You  will  note  that  a  total  of  $2,199.74  was  expended  during  1955 
for  all  school  expenses  State  reimbursements  totaled  $1,176.50,  leaving 
a  net  cost  to  the  Town  of  $1,023.24.  This  is  an  increase  of  $561.57  over 
1954. 

The  increase  in  the  net  cost  to  the  Town  is  a  result  of  increased 
transportation  cost  due  to  road  wash-out  and  a  decrease  in  State  re- 
imbursement for  transportation  of  $319.50.
